The previous question shall be considered5

as ordered on the bill to final passage without intervening6

motion except: (1) two hours of debate equally divided and7

controlled by the chairman and ranking minority member8
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of the Committee on the Judiciary; and (2) one motion1

to recommit.2

SEC. 2. After passage of H.R. 3660, it shall be in3

order to take from the Speaker’s table S. 1692 and to4

consider the Senate bill in the House. It shall be in order5

to move to strike all after the enacting clause of the Sen-6

ate bill and to insert in lieu thereof the provisions of H.R.7

3660 as passed by the House. All points of order against8

that motion are waived. If the motion is adopted and the9

Senate bill, as amended, is passed, then it shall be in order10

to move that the House insist on its amendment to S.11

1692 and request a conference with the Senate thereon.12
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
